One of ‘the greatest difficulties which 
stands in the way of improvement in the 
administration of China is undoubtedly the 
heterogeneous nature of the population of 
the Empire. To the ordinary observer it 
might appear that the Chinese are one of 
the most homogeneous nations upon the 
face of the earth, To an outsider, it would 
acem tbat, go where you will, you find the 
Chinaman ond his ways one ard the same, 
But this impression is in reality ‘the effect 
of a mental delusion, not unsimilar to the 
optical delusion which makes ‘all Chinamen 
seem alike to the new comer. In reality 
the, Chinese in différent provinces are as 
diverse as the inhabitants in various parte 
of Europe. It is true that some broad 
features of character are common to al!, but 
there are local modifications, which are os 
matked as those which differentiate the 
various . nations .say of Northern and 
‘Southern Europe. ‘This is naturally not 


__ so clear to the foreign observer’ as it is ‘to 


the Chinese themselves; but the latter draw 
very -necurale distinctions - between the 
inhabitants of various parts of the Empire ; 
and in doing co, show enough of human 
nature to entertain a wholesome appreciation 
of those belonging to their own districts 
and @ corresponding conlempt for those 
“from other parts, It is not by any means 
the Foreign Devil who. is alose looked 


"down upon by the average’ ‘celestial. The 


Chinaman bas asimilar narrowness of mind 
in respect to his own countrymen—and 
very few Chinese are found who fully belieye 


Over whom he hadheen appointed to The 
The manner in which tho Empire has beam 
maiutaincd has always been a-matter of 
surprise to.those who are acquninted with 
the nature of the system which actunlly 
exists. It is notorious that no very strong 
feeling of patriotism ia to be fonud amorg 
the masses in China, uor is there any great | 
love for the Dragon Throne; but there have 
nevertheless been certain forces at work 
which: huve’ kept China together aa one 
nation in spite of influences which would 
‘have been sufficient to cause disruption in 
any other country, One of the chief 
combining forces has undoubtedly been the 
innate respect. which all Chinese have for 
authority and their desire for prosperity avd 
quiet rather than national glory or advance. 
ment. ‘Vhey are inchned to make the best 
ol system, of whose defects they are well 
aware, rather than make any great sucriticea 
for its ‘ixprovement, Avother element 
which has kept Chiaa together is the force 
of a common binguage and literature. The 
apoken dialects in different districte are ua 
wide apart as many European. languages, 
But the written languaye is the same every 
where. This. latter fact has tended perhaps 
more than anything elso to keep China 
together—and it in a force which may be 
reckoneil upon probably for miny years to 
come. What are now only individual prov- 


inces under the central government would |. 


in all likelihood tony ago have been soparate 
nationalitics each with -ita own language 
were Chinese writing on a phonetic insteal 
of an ideographie basis. As it ie the written 
character is commou to the whole empire 
tind thus the power of language—one of the 
greatest factors in nationality —is in’ the 
direction of centralisation. : 

With the knowledge of the state of ihe 
country which the Chinese Officials neces. 
sarily possess, it ia not surprising that they 
‘should hesitate to introduceany new system 
such as thnt of representative institutions, 
which might interfere with tho existing 
stite of affuirs and diminish the centralising 
influences upon which they rely and which 
have stood them in such good stead in the 
past. It is conaidered by them, that the 
only form in which it would be possible to 
introduce representation would in the first 
instance be by the establishment of Provin- 
cial Councils—Parliaments a3 we should 
call them—to advise the Viceroys of the 
different provinces ; and they are not 
unoaturally apprehensive that this might 
give more power, thun they at present 
possess, to the Proviocial Officials, und thus 
end in a disruption of the. Empire. The 
question with Chinese of the old school thus 
assumes something of the aspect that Home 
Role does with us. In this they may be, 
and probably are, mistaken—but it is eaay to 
understand low this idea comes to be held 
by them. .

Only 
a fow months havo ols psed sinco + ir John Jordan 
assumed the acting appoiniment, but in this 
short timo he has given ample evidence of the 
wisdom of hia selection for the post. With an 
intimate knowledge uf Chins aud her affairs he 
combines a brond-minded and sympathetic grasp 
of British interesta in the Par Bast in all their 
variety sod ramifications. Considerable 
allowauce,. it is now generally reooguiz-' 
ed, hasto be made for the exigencies of modern 
diplomacy, and car own community in 
Shanghsi would be tho last to expect the 
impossible from its Minister in Poking. 
If things do not oslways fore as well 
as.it might wish, whon in diplomatic hands, 
it will be able to console iteelf ‘with the 
reflexion that oll that ie possible in the 
circumstances will have been done while its 
interests are confided to 8ir John Jordan's care. 


The now mivister is handicapped by entering 
upon his duties at 4 time when all diplomacy 
finds difficulty in making headway with the 
Chinese Government. The expectations raiged 
by the reorganization of the Boards and the
